F. Magnus. Outagamic county agri- 
cultural agent, for the Emergency 
Crop and Feed Loan section of the 
Farm Credit administration. 


The loans will be made as in 


the past, only to farmers whose 
cash requirements are small and 
who cannot obtain credit from any 
other source. The money loaned 
will be limited to the farmer's im- 
mediate and actual cash needs for 
growing his 1930 crops or for the 
purchase of feed for livestock. 


Farmers who can obtain the 


funds they need from an indi- 
vidual, production credit associ- 
ation, bank, or other concern are 
not eligible for crop and feed loans 
from 
the Emergency Crop end 


Feed Loan section of the Farm 
Credit administration.

day if It did not enjoy clote 
elation with Lawrence collect since 
its infancy. Almost everyone recog- 
nizes the influence the college has 
had upon the city, but not many 
people arc as well acquainted with 
Lawrence as they might be. The ac- 
companying article is the third of- a 
number designed to Inform Post- 
Crescent readers about the college, 
its administration and its work. To- 
day's article deals with* the trustee! 
who have guided the destiny • of 
Lawrence since Its founding.) 


Pioneers, clergymen and edu- 


cators. lawyers, judges, statesmen 
and business men have given their 
services as trustees of Lawrence 
college since it was granted its 
charter 92 years ago. To them have 
fallen the tasks of serving as cus- 
todians of the college property, 
approving policies and the budget 
and getting additional funds when 
the college needed them. 


Members of the first board, who 


often made their way to meetings 
by way of stage coach or boats on 
the Fox river, were the Hon. Mas- 
on C. Darling.

mortgager and the mortgagee."

jority of cases they haven't worked 
hard, but bccauie market conditioi.s 
of the product they produce have 
made it impossible for them 'o 
earn a living." Wiley told the sen- 
ate, just before it refused unatv- 
mous consent for immediate con- 
sideration of the resolution.

"It costs the farmers from Sl^O 


to S2.60 a hundred to produce rr.i'Jc. 
and they sell that milk, in the ma- 
jority of cases, for 70 cents to $1.00 
a hundred," he said.

Herr Hitler has done America a favor 


by revealing that he who slays in his own 
back yard is supreme. 


He has been successful in middle Eu- 


rope because no one could deny him. And 
no one could deny him because no one 
can get at him. 


Hitler knows that in middle Europe 


and to the east he is perfectly safe from 
France and Great Britain combined. But 
we clo not seem to appreciate over here 
our absolute security in the Western hemi- 
sphere if we can only be induced to stay 
at home and mind our business.

The method of German penetration 


and operation as only too evident. When 
Premier Tiso of Slovakia began a drive 
for "independence" the Rubicon was al- 
ready crossed. To keep the fire blazing 
German groups, resident in Slovakia, 
staged pro-Nazi demonstrations in order 
to provoke riots, «nd succeeded. Safely 
located in German territory a Slovak 
leader used the radio to appeal to his 
brethren to stand up for their right* and 
make ready for "the decisive hour which 
may come at any moment" This was 
followed by one of the familiar concert- 
ed tirades in the German press against 
Czech, cruelty and misgovernment. How 
long, der Angriff inquired, would Ger- 
mans stand aside and let their brethren 
be beaten, to say nothing of the humble 
Slovak* who were driven like oxen to 
a plow. 


So, after these patient Nazis had been 


bullied and kicked and beaten, and the 
even more patient Slovaks has been tor- 
tured and starved, the Liberator, none 
other than Herr Hitler himself, swooped 
down with an army of patriots to save 
the oppressed. 


Of course no one is fooled excepting 


those immediately concerned and they are 
deceived by their own inability to de- 
cipher the mass of propaganda aimed at 
them including a veritable torrent of false 
statements. 


DOMESTIC HELP 


The practice of "passing a law" to meet 


every condition suggesting improvement 
was embraced by Assemblyman West- 
phal with a bill at Madison to regulate 
the employment of domestic JicJp. There 
seems to be some connection between this 
proposal and a measure introduced in 
the legislature 40 years ago to prevent the 
feminine population from lacing too tight- 
ly. 
Each is designed to free someone 


from "slavery." 


It would be inaccurate to say that im- 


provement in domestic employment is not 
needed. But the "solution"' would be just 
another means of suppressing employment 
itself. 


A bill to fix a minimum wage of 25 


cents an hour in addition to board and 
lodging, which would mean a minimum of 
38 cents an hour for overtime, would 
probably mean that 75 per cent of the 
women now employed in homes would 
lose their jobs simply because they could 
not be afforded. 


The bill, however, runs parallel to a 


prevailing attitude among many of our 
young men and women that they should 
receive a certain set compensation at the 
outset of their careers irrespective of their 
worth. Too many of our youth are not 
content to go to work at a small sal- 
ary confident that they can demonstrate 
their worth and desirability. 
Too many 


expect to go up the ladder of life by 
great leaps. 


And yet the domestic employment jobs 


are mostly stepping stones to better things 
and are taken in numerous cases by those 
who cannot irrmediately find any more 
satisfactory employment but are biding 
their time until opportunity and their own 
demonstation of worth join together in 
producing results. 


Assemblyman 
Westphal is no more 


mistaken in this bill than our federal ad- 
ministration is mistaken in some of its 
measures. 


The first thing that young men and 


women need is work of a clean and whole- 
some nature even if they earn but little 
more than their support. Haven't 
we 


learned enough by application of mistak- 
en theories during the last six years that 
our most imperative demand is to en- 
courage jobs instead of encouraging their 
termination, that work is a blessing where 
idleness is a torture and that organiza- 
tion of those who believe their legitimate 
rights are not fully recognized is by far 
the best method of protection. 


Organization has pliability. The law 


is as unbending as a piece of steel. Or- 
ganization permits consideration of a vast 
number of individual cases affected by 
individual circumstances. To the law an 
individual is just the pattern of another 
individual.

LIBERTY AND SECURITY 


Editor Post-Crescent— According 


to a Post-Crescent article of Mar. 8 
in a speech before the Chamber of 
Commerce and Civic Service Clubs 
the day before, President Thomas 
N. Barrows of Lawrence College 
stated that he believed the greatest 
threat to democracy is the tendency 
to place greater emphasis upon se- 
curity than upon 'liberty. During 
the few years, he stated, that our 
concern for economic security has 
been emphatic, increasingly replac- 
ing our old slogan of "liberty" for 
the new "security." 


The more I have thought about 


this statement the last few days, the 
greater has been the temptation to 
answer it. What will follow is writ- 
ten in a kindly spirit and for one 
purpose only: to break through that 
"crust of ambiguity" which usually 
characterizes speech making on this 
subject, and to ask for something 
definite in the way of solving this 
problem of unrest in this great 
country of ours. 


At a time when all economic ex- 


periments seem to fail, it seems to 
me that we have a right to look to 
our institutions of higher learning 
for a specific solution of such para- 
doxical situations* as poverty and 
starvation in the midst ol the great- 
est abundance we have ever known. 
Let our democratic economic sys- 
tem, through our educators and 
legislators, solve this pressing prob- 
lem and, in my humble judgment, 
speech making in defense of democ- 
racy in this country will no longer 
be necessary. 


How much liberty, I ask, is to be 


desired above how much security? 
Are not these Constitutional rights 
to be evaluated according to their 
relative 
importance? If what is 


meant, that freedom of speech, reli- 
gion, etc., are to be desired above 
greater security when one is al- 
ready reasonably secure, then 
agree. But, if what is meant, that it 
is better to acquiesce to the degree 
of insecurity which the masses are 
tolerating today, than to take any 
risk of loosing soms element of lib- 
erty, then I fear that a greater dan-

should suppose, who would even 
pretend that he is able to keep in 
touch with, let us say, the six main 
questions in domestic affairs which 
are now being actively discussed. 
But it might be useful to make a 
list of these questions and then to 
look at them, not separately, but as 
a whole. 


There is the question of Federal 


spending, with one school arguing 
that it must continue in order to 
sustain recovery and the other ar- 
guing that the spending prevents 
recovery by terrifying the private 
investor. There is the question of 
Federal taxation, with one school 
arguing that taxes should be re- 
duced in order to improve the in- 
ducement to seek profits, the other 
arguing that taxes should be main- 
tained in order to redistribute pur- 
chasing power to the mass of the 
people who will use it to buy goods. 


There is the question of peace be- 


tween the A. F. of L. and the C. I. 
O., desired by some in order 
to 


strengthen the bargaining power 
of labor by uniting the unions, by 
others to reduce the labor disputes 
caused by the effort of rival unions 
to outbid each other in enrolling 
members. There is the question of 
monopolistic practice in industry, 
opposed by some because it raises 
prices and. therefore, reduces pro- 
duction, defended by others be- 
cause it protects many plants which 
could not operate and give employ- 
ment if they had to meet competi- 
tive and. therefore, lower prices. 
There is the question of the agricul- 
tural surpluses, which some wish to 
get rid of by letting farm prices fall 
and others wish to manage by sub- 
sidizing the limitation of produc- 
tion. 


And then there is the question, 


which is just now beginning to be 
generally appreciated, of the amaz- 
ing growth of barriers to trade in- 
side the United States, the growth 
of what are in effect internal tariffs 
erected by the several states against 
the commerce and the labor of other 
states. 
Really Aspects Of 
A Single Problem 


Here we have six highly contro- 


versial subjects: 
spending, taxes. 


out of the fact that for more than 
twenty years, but particularly since 
192J>. we have been living in a froz- 
en economy. We have been living 
in a world where economic oppor- 
tunity is not expanding to keep 
pace with the growth of the popula- 
tion, where, in fact, opportunity is 
contracting. 


No doubt it is true that all the 


separate questions 1 have named 
have existed in the past. But what 
makes them acute and urgent in our 
time is the fact that economic op- 
portunity is contracting. These sep- 
arate problems are the result, it 
seems to me, of a general effort on 
the part of worker.;, business men, 
farmers and government officials to 
respond to the feeling of all sorts 
of groups and interests that oppor- 
tunity is scarce and must be jeal- 
ously protected. 
Based on Desire to 
Control Present Status 


This is, it seems to me, the under- 


lying cause of the controversy be- 
tween the CIO and the A. F. of L. 
These two federations of unions are 
rivals because Mr. Green's unions 
have obtained protection for cer- 
tain kinds of skilled labor which 
Mr. Lewis's unions 
threaten to 


weaken in their efforts to obtain 


the great 


unions, business monopolies, tana* 
crsc and state legislature*—vvhleh 
aggravate the disease they intesd«4 
to remedy. The Federal govern* 
mcnt spends enormously for T*» 
lief," that is, to support the eco- 
nomic outcasts of the whole sys- 
tem, and it spends in order to 
"prime the pump." that is, in or- 
der to expand artificially an econo- 
my which is contracting. 


Then in order to finance the re* 


lief, it imposes taxes which suffo- 
cate enterprise and thus cause a 
still further contraction, of the eco- 
nomy. 


The thing is a vicious spiral. The 


tendency toward contracting oppor- 
tunities .'s met 
by protectionist 


measures, tariffs, monopolies, labor 
union wage rates, farm control, re- 
lief expenditures and high taxes. 
These protective measures in turn 
cause the economy to contract fur- 
ther. 
The spiral can be broken only by 
a vivid understanding on the part 
of the people that the popular rem- 
edies not only do not cure but 
greatly aggravate the trouble. But 
this understanding would be much 
facilitated if the Federal adminis- 
tration had the courage and the im- 
agination to set in motion by bold 
tax reforms the dynamic force of 
private investment. That is the only 
force that can quickly create a feel- 
ing that opportunity is expanding. 
And in that atmosphere of expan- 
sion, it will alone be possible to

Oceans and Oc«an Life 


• X—W*nn-Blooded Sea Animal* 


Fish are cold - blooded animals, 


and they are 
well 
fitted 
for 


life in the sea. Warm-blooded an- 
imals, on the other hand, would 
not seem able to stay in the sea 
with comfort, except perhaps in 
waters of the torrid zone. 


Yet certain warm-blooded ani- 


mals have learned to live in the 
ocean, and* seem to like it The: 
even swim in the chill waters o 
the frigid zones. 
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A sea otter of the north Pacific. 
Whales, seals, sea lions and sea 


elephants are among the animals 
of this kind. Instead of legs, they 
have flippers. They not only swim 
well, but they can stand the cold 
water because of layers of fat, or 
"blubber," under their skin. 


Sea lions are classed as "large- 


eared seals." They swim about the 
Pacific ocean. Sea lions of the 
North Pacific are of large size, 
sometimes reaching a length of 
from 12 to 15 feet. 
They 
may 


weigh over half a ton. 


Thousands of sea lions gather 


on islands in the breeding season. 
At that time there 
are fights 


amons: the old bulls. 


California sea lions are not near- 


ly so large, but people like to 
watch them sporting about the 
coast. 
There also are sea lions 


south of the equator, 
in Pacific 


waters near South America and 
Australia. 


Another warm - blooded animal 


is the sea otter. It is related to 
otters which live on the land or in 
fresh waters, but it spends its time 
in the ocean. 


Cci 
otters are found in the 


North Pacific. They grow to te 
about four feet long. They have 
short legs, and the hind ones are 
thick and webbed, being something 
like flipners. 


Sea otters may be seen in pairs, 


but not in large herds. They feed 
largely on crabs and other shell- 
fish. 
|

men have' killed off most of the i 
sea otters, and the animals are ' 
in danger of dying out. One sea 
otter hide was sold in Europe for 
SI 000. 


The walrus is another warm- 


blooded animal of the ocean. Al- 
through a relative of seals and sea 
lions, it is classed in another fam- 
ily.

about the North Atlantic and in 
Bering sea. 
Those of Bering sea 


often weigh more than a ton.
